Thank you very much for your lettsr of June thirteenth concerning the
guidelines promulgated by Haxrvard. I am pleased but not surprised that there
are a number of similarities in your and our approaches to the question of
relationships betwesn the Centra1 In+e111genC° Agency and universities such
a2s Haxrvard.

There appear, however, to bz some differences which may be significant.
You refer to one--infoxrming university officials of individual consulting
relationships~~in your letter. Although I think it is better for such rela-
tionships to be report: ed, the question seems to be one for individual insti-
tutlons and the consultants to decide. The difference in our views may not,
therefore, be of great significance. '

I am m0r6 ‘concerned, about two other points. The first relates to re-
cruiting on campus. In your letter you summarize present Agency policy as
requiring that "All recruiting for CIA staff employment on campus is overt.Y
The apparsnt limitaticn of this policy to “staff employment™ could leave xoom
for pAac~1ces ountlined in our report, that I would regard as inconsistent with
the nature of a unlversity campus.  The second relates to our guideline on
faculty and staff involvement in intelligence operations. Your letter does
not refer to Agency policy in this axea. - '

It may be that amplification of your views and policies will reconcile any
apparent differences in thess two areas. It also may be that there are real
differences that need to be _explored through further discussions. If the lat-
ter is the case, I would be haopy to designate a member of my staff to mzet
with your repr eaentat*ve to discuss these matters more fully. The issuas are
important, and it might b2 in both our interests te txry to resolve any dif-
ferences that may exist. In any event, I would be happy to txy.
